Class. 

New Yohk, Oo. 9.— The Eev. Rob- 
ert S. McArthur of Calvary Ohurcli 
threw a bombshell into this aftcrnoon'.s 
sessioa of the Southern I^ew York 
Baptist Association by (lenouiiciiig a 
prominent member of the llov. T. De 
Witt Talmage's Church ns being an ex 
convict from Sing-Sing and a man for 
■whose arrest a warrant had lately been 
issued. Mr. Afc^Vrthur was S[)eaking 
in reply to Rev. Richard Hartley of 
the Laight-street Church, who in the 
course of an addre.s.s on city mis.sion 
work, referred to the hard field and 
bard characters met in churches of the 
lower part of the city. Mr. MbArthur 
wanted hia audience to understand that 
the fraudulent portion of .society had 
representatives in the up town ciiurches 
find in fashionable neigh Uorhooiis. "I 
had a man," continued the speaker, "in 
my old church on Twenty-third street, 
and he experienced religion. I prayed 
with and helped him, and finally I put 
him in Sing-Sing." Here there was a 
loud cry of "Amen." 

"Then," said McArthur, becoming 
excited, "this man aft.er his release 
went over to Brooklyn and "became a 
power in Mr. Talmage's church. About 
a year ago he got more religion at a 
glorious revival; but brethren, he play 
ed that on me once brfore. 1 iKive no 
faith in him. Jle in oni' of tlii; pillat.s 
of the Tabernacle to tluv, and when the 
wife of the pa.stcr went to Europe he 
undertook the teaching of the Bible 
class. Now I am going to expose this 
man, and if there are any reporters in 
this room I hope they will take hia 
name and make it public i)roperty. 
There is now a warrant out for lii.s ar- 
rest and 1 hope the oliicer.s will serve 
it on him. The man J reft r to is Fred- 
erick Dodge, and he will find that he 
has played bis dodges on the public 
long enough." 

This address naturally created muuh 
f^ossip, but the few who knew Mr. 
Dodge were not inclined to discuss the 
matter.

A Detective's Trip Around tiie 
. IForlii. 

From Itfcxico to .Canada .via 
-Englaiuir 

(From the Ntw York Ilernld.) . 

To travel 15,000 miles and expend 
about $10,000 and all for the purpose 
ot'ar'restirig-du'o'inan, with the viigue 
chiince of recovering a few hundred 
dollars of stolen money, seems like 
"going through a great deal to get very, 
little," a.s the girl said when she learn- 
ed the alphabet. Bur. that. is what De- 
tective H. G. Julian has just done in 
the employ of the Bank of Montreal. 

The man who wa.s "wanted" was 
Jaiiie.s llobiiisoii, a .shoe niauufacturer 
of St. Joiiii, iS'. B. lit' \v,iH charged with 
swindling the iiunic of Montreal, 
through one of it.s branches at iSt. John, 
out of §30,000 tiy means of forged pru- 
misBory notesi, and he ran away. The 
story of Robm.son's e.scaijo from Si. 
John on May (jih la.st, bis llight in a 
bchootier wliieh he had chartered lo 
bring liiin Lo New York, his wander- 
ings through this country and M'-'-'^ioo, 
and his capture in the city' of iMexico, 
lias been briefly told in the newspajiers, 
hut if ii detailed account of his adveii- 
turt'H and narrow escapes from ship- 
wreck ami arrest were written it would 
read like a romance. 

The directors of the Bank of Mon- 
treal knew well that to 'send a detec- 
tive after the fugitive would co.st very 
much more than his capture would 
briiig. Mcst banks in this country 
would have declinoil to "throw good 
iiioiiej after--bad," and wouKl have in- 
dustriously set to work to hush the 
matter uj) by preventing the newMjia- 
per reporters from discovering any- 
thing about their losses. But the stur- 
dy Englishmen in the Canadian bank 

DKTKUMINED TO FOLLOW THK THIEF 

to the ends of the earth and to bring 
him to punishuieot if it took the whole 
of their capital. So they not only sent 
Mr. Julian, the Canadian agent of the 
Pinkerton Detective Bureau, on hia 
costly journey, but they fre(;ly threw 
away another thousand dollars as a re- 
ward for information leading to. Aobin- 
Eon's capture. 

When the Pinkertonslearned th rough 
one of their correspondents that .Rob- 
inson was in the city of Mexico it was 
necessary to do some fine diplomatic 
work to have him detained until Detec- 
tive Julian could overlalce him. There 
is no extradition treaty between the 
English Government and Me.xico, and 
Robinson could not be arrested as a 
fugitive forger. But it happened that 
the Mexicans are for political reasons, 
auxioiia'to conciliate Great Britian, and 
the Mexican Minister threw out a .suit 
which was of great service and so, in 
compliance with a request by telegrai)h, 
Robinson was arrested under a con- 
venient Mexican law as a pernicious 
foreigner, just as he about to \mL the 
broad hemisphere between him and 
Canada by going to Australia. 

When Mr. Julian arrived in Me.xico 
there began a teli'gra[diic iiiploinatic 
coiTi'spoinJence between Lord Lans- 
downe, the Covernor-General of Gana- 
da; Lord Salisbury, the Prime Minister 
of Great Britian, and the English 
Minister in Mexico, and the i\Iexicaii 
Goveriimont, the result of which was 
that the "pernicious foreigner" was sur- 
rendered to the detective, fjut a whole 
month had been consumed in the ne- 
gotiations, and iu the meantime, as 
Robinson lay in a Mexican prison, 
•where the prisoners are treated like 
brutes, he had nearly died from his suf- 
feringa 

If the detective had t aken his pri- 
soner directly back to Canada he would 
have passed through the United States, 
and travelled about 4,000 miles in his 
journey there and back. But the Mon- 
ireal iiank had heard of the tricks of 
-N(nv Yoik lawy(;rs ami the loopholes 
of American law and of Ludlow street 
gaol, and they were afraid they

in the eiUaiigliMiienls of habeas coriius 
and certiorari. So lliey inHtructed Mr. 
Julian to kee^p out of the United States 
with his travelling companion at all 
hazards, and to cross the ocean to Eng- 
land and'coiue back that way. This was 
going out of the way a matter of sever- 
al thousand miles, and was like going 
frotn the Herald ofhce to the Battery 
in order to get across Broadway to St. 
Paul's church. 

But the detective sat down and plan- 
ned out his tour around the world, and 
this is tho route by which he brought 
the prisoner back. 

The voyagers left Vera Cruz, i^lexi- 
00, uii August 7ih on the Royiil mail 
steamer for Havana, thence they sail- 
ed to Port-au Prince, Hayli, and thence 
to Port Royal, Jamaica. They stayed 
there three days, and Roiiiiison nearly 
died. He svas from a cold climate, and 
Port-au-Prince and Port Royal are the 
two hottest plac(!.'i on earth, and it was 
tho hot season too. The detective had 
been there before, but even he found 
the heat almost intolerable. From Ja- 
maica tbey foundiB steanier bound for 
Sbtftifampton, and' th^f'they sped away 
across tho Atlantic. On tho Gtli of the 
present month they reached Southamp- 
ton, where a Scotland Yardolliccr met 
them and took Robinson to London, 
where he enjoyed the hospitality of an 
English, prison for. three days. On the 
10th tho fr!ayeUers.>'"w6iit to Liverpool 



and sailed on the Allan line steamer 
Sarmatian en route at last for Canada. 
After a tempestuos voyage, which drove 
the vessel out of her course, the steam- 
er reached Romouski, near Quebec, on 
the 21st, where the prisoner was taken 
ashore and sent to St. John by rail, 
reaching home on the 22nd. 

"I have just footed up my mileage 
account," stud Detective Julian yester- 
day in tho oilice of tho detective agency 
in this city, "and I tiiul that v.e trav- 
elled over 15,000 n.ile.s. We went 11,- 
000 miles out of our way to 
avoid ..encountering American extradi- 

Mr. Julian looks about as much un- 
like the traditional, smugyliiig detec- 
tive olHcer as one couUl iniitgiin.' iS'inc 
peapleout of ten would take him for a 
very modest and qui<'t but very bright 
young Episcopalian minister.

WHAT DO TJiiJY MEAN? 

The opinion was oxpruased in those 
columns h ahort tiino ayo tliat Mr. Parnell 
had goiio too far in deinaniling what Eiii^- 
laud could not grutil without demonstrat- 
ing her own weakness and losing political 
'control of the green ialo. There waa no 
necesaity to road between thu '.incs of Mr. 
ParneH'a Dublin iiuuiifoatu. I'liro und 
simple he asked for what amouuta to Irish 
indopendonce, und at least one of hia ad- 
herents liau gone na far aa Mr. PurnoH. 
At Ealiymoru, Mr. Sullivan, M. P., 
said that 

"The atrugj;lo of the Irish race was not 

for county buarda, and the Irish qiiostion 
would never bo settled by the cuncoasion 
of county boards. They stood there to 
carry on the battle for Irish nati;)nality, 
and they were not going to lower that 
flap;. They saw nail after nail and plank 
after plank of the old ayatem of ascend- 
ancy, oppression and tyranny torn asunder 
and awuiit a\va_v, and their claim fur Ire- 
land was tliat fihe should bo nsadu what 
aho was before— a free and self-governing 
- nation." 

. In spite of Mr. ParneU's declaration! 
and Mr. Sullivan's rod-hot speech, I\Ir. 
O'Kelly'i.Mi P., in a speech at Leeds, 
tried to smooth matters over, und allay 
the hostdity of English olootors to candi 
dates who i»ru auppo.sed to favor the Irish 
protensioiiB. The conservatives are very 
seriously cumprcnnised by tho supposed 
leaning of their leaders towards tho Irish 
party without whoao votes tho liberals 
would still have been in power. Mr. 
O'KoUy had tho i;ood sense to discern the 
trouble which iVIr. Parnoll has brought 
. on English conservatives. The Times' 
report of tho Leeds meeting says: 

"A;re90lution having been proposed, 
pledging tho meeting to support only tho 
parliamentary candidate for any division 
m Leeds who was approved by tho ex- 
ecutive of tho Irish N'i'.fional l^igue, Mr. 
O'Kelly said that in liceds it miglU not 
be poasiblo to elect an Irish iiunuber, yet 
the Irish electors could assist the Nation- 
al league in preventing the return of un- 
desirable men. Ho referred to Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech at Warrington, and 
said that IMr. Chamberlain had niisap- 
prohondod Mr. i'linieU'a fiimous speech 
in Dublin when he declared that Mr. Par- 
noll had said that nothing would aatiafy 
the demanda and aspirations of tho Iriah 
people but absolute separation from the 
BrTtish empire. That was a very grave 
qneation, but national independence had 
never formed part of the proi^rainmo of 
the Irish National party. It had never 
been so put forward as a constitutional 
problem or claim, because it would have 
been absurd. A aeparation from England 
could only be achieved by force, and of 
doing that Ireland, of course, waa not 
capable. He advised tho radical party 
not to attempt to get back to i)ower on 
an anti lrisb cry, because if thoy did they 
would hnd that it had cnat tlicni very 
dear. 'i"i;e separation betu'een England 
and Ireland was not suggested as a defin- 
ite object, but aa an alternative. Lot 
there be a.refusal, however, to give Ire- 
land the boon of solf-goveriimont, which 
she was fighting for in a constitutional 
and rational manner, and tho Irish people 
would go for Boinethi.'.g olao, and that 
something elao would bo separation. If 
there should come 'about a war with 
France, for instanca, he had no doubt 
that within three months of its beginning 
every man in Ireland capable of bearini; 
a gun would be lighting for tho onoioy of 
Great Britain, so that it ought to be 
plainly seen that Creiit liritain had 
nothing to gain by dolorniining to main- 
tain tho existing national connection. The 
Iriah nationalists did not ask for the con- 
trol of tho urmy and navy, nor did they, 
if the worst came t(i the w.irst, want to 
tight to tho death for iiulopendenee ; but 
they would be ready to make way for 
others who would be prepared to meet 
force by force in that eroorgency. The 
resolution was passed unanimously." 

THE A NTI-Cn INESE A 11 IT A TION 

AT SEATTLE. 

The Peat-Intelligencer (whom we often 
wish a shorter title) claims that the anti- 
Ohinese agitation has been productive of 
tho greatest good in Seattle. The Chinese, 
deprived of ompl(>yinent at lumber mifla, 
coal mines, workshops, restaurants and in 
private families have either left the town 
and territory, or are preparing to do so. 
Where Chinese have stepped out whites 
have. stepped in and the benetit of the 
change ia folt in every class-^the mer- 
chant, tho niannfacturor and the profess- 
ioiuil man, and busnie.ss lias felt no check. 
Tho P. I. continues tliat tho re.iult has 
been accompanied witiiout the slightest 
violence and without the slightest attempt 
at violence. Not a single Uhinaman has 
been molested in that city; [not one has 
lost B penny'a worth of property. There 
has been no panic. The proooss has been 
principally ono of freezing out. Arguments 
iiavo been pruaonted to employers of 
labor which induced tlioni to dispense 
with tho help of Ohiiinien. Unable to se- 
cure work, tho next thing for the foreign- 
ers to do was to leave, and this they have 
done and are doing. No shadow rests 
upon the name of Seattle, and notwith- 
atanding gross inisi-opre.ientations from 
tho outside, the peace of tho city has been 
undisturbed. Such being the case, it be- 
comes every man who is interested in the 
anti Chinoao movement to use every pre- 
caution Icat the case of tho workiugmou 
be prejudiced, and the advantage already 
gained be lost. Tho ono thing mainly to 
be guarded against ia tho introduction in- 
to the movement of viulent tulk, or of 
anything that is likely tn lead to violence. 
T'he men who indulge in threats of vio- 
lence are as much enemiea of t!ic aiiti- 
Chineae movement as they are of the 
community. They have in view only the 
attainment of their own etuis, whatever 
thiJy may be. Violence in this case 
would be Buicidti.1. Its immediate utl'ect 
would;be to bring the movement in con- 
flict with" tlie authority of tho United 
States, and great as the movement is, the 
United .States is greater. A collision 
would inevitably ro5ult in the assertion of 
the power of tiio govern mont., and tho 
movement would be set back for years. 
There could bo no other result. 
Not only should violent talk be disoonr- 
Bged, but exceeding caro should be takflii 
to do nothing ivhich might accidentally 
lead to riot and bloodahed. It ia for this 
reason that tho Poat lntelligencer derma 
unwise the idea of tho demonstration of 
next Saturdsy. While it is probable that 
on such an occasion everything would bo 
orderly, it ia possible that everything 
would not be so. The danger lies in the 
possibility. Every demonstration like 



that proposed contains a certain fileiiient 
of danger; but such things are deemed 
aeceaaary by political leaders and oiheis 
to arouse the people, and Ormi, tlio laauea 
of c contest vividly before their minds. 
In this case, how^ever, tho people are 
thoroughly aroused. Almost without ex- 
ception they are in favor of exhausting 
every peaceable means of ridding tho city 
of Chinamen. The question is ao vividly 
presented to their minds that all tho 
druma, torches and banners of Ciiristen- 
dom could not make them consider it 
more attentively. It is tho one question 
tion of the hour, and there are few who 
do not regard with approval the manner 
in which it ia being solved. When thu 
movement is so near ultimate auccess, it is 
difficult to see the guod to be gained by 
such a change of methods." Our contem- 
porary concludoa its excellent article by 
deprecating tho action of somo who adviao 
the Chinese to remain, and says "to at- 
tempt to thwart the purpose of such a 
peaceful agitation is unwise, unpatriotic 
and wrong," and, we might add, highly 
dangerous. 

• GIVING THE I'AltTY A WA Y. 

The Toronto Mail has the following 
suggestive article on th() true inwardness 

of the opposition in tho hnuao to tho fran- 
chiao bill last session: '•The Victoria 
(B. C.) is edited by an old Ontario reform- 
er. That gentleman, who was in Ottawa 
during tho last session of parliament, 
mingled with his Grit friends while the 
famous franchise bill was in progress. The 
Times now says the franchise bill obstruc- 
tion was engineered with tho purpose and 
expectation of worrying tho preinior and 
injuring hia health.

In the i-.o.Nt place, 
the objection to tho franchise bill 
was not aincoro, because a uniform fran- 
chiao for the whole Dominion is the old 
reform policy, and the revising barristers 
were once advocated by Mr. Blake. If, 
then, the reformers had ift Iionost objec- 
tion to tho franchise measure, and if, be- 
sides, they obstructed upuii other (lUes- 
tioiis, there must have been aoniu motive 
other than the mere desire to kill the 
franchise bill animating them in thoir de- 
termination to proioug the session and to 
keep the commons sitting day and night 
for weeks. The Victoria Times discloses 
the motive. Was there ever anything, 
short of absolute murder, so inhuman? 

EinTOn STEAD, ET. A L. 

Tho trial of editor Stead and hia ac- 
complices is set for the 35th inst. It ia 
estimated that the defence will coat 
000, of which §]7,ijC)0haa been subscribed 
by the Methodist church which .seem 
to have undertaken to raise a defence 
fund on a misapprehension of facta. Our 
idea of Stead and his accomplices is that 
they should be prosecuted criminally, and 
if convicted punished severely for Hood- 
ing the world with a mass of impure lit- 
erature which has done more to corrupt 
the minds of tho young than all other in- 
llueuces combined. 'J'ho articles were 
purely aeiiaational, and printed with no 
other object than to sell the Pall Mall 
Gazette. The tide of public opinion has 
set in strongly against the conspirators, 
and there is a strong probability! hat they 
will be convicted and [uuiiahed for tho 
outrage on tho Armstrong girl.

THE INDIAN^RESERVATION. 

The Natives IM-olcst Agrainst 
Dominion Trespass. 

^' Gohaictlng Autliorities. 



A few days ago, in accordance with in- 
structions given by Hon. J. W. Trutch, 
Dominion governnujo^ agent, 'the" oon- 
itruction of a^buildii^intended to be used 
as a Donunidn| immigrant shod waa com- 
menced. ^ This., was' all very well, but the 
site choaen was a plot of ground 

ON TUE INDIAN KKHl:llV\TI0.N, 

immediately adj.icont to the iMarino hos- 
pital and facim; tho outer harbor. Tho 
driving in of stakes to nuirk off tho ground 
was the. first thing that attracted "poor 
Lo's" attention. He, however, waa 
vouchsafed no satisfaction, and his won- 
derment died away somewhat. It was 
quickly revived by the sutldun appearance 
on the ground aforesaid of loads of brick 
and mortar and several .loads of lumber, 
quickly followed by 

SEVEIIAL BIIISK-LOOKINO lUtlOKLAYKltS, 

with a still briakor-luokiiig boss, under 
whose lively auporintendenoo a M-:nbor of 
brick supports to tho intended building 
soon began to rear their proud heights. 
Eut the proud heights didn't rear very 
far; and thisjs why: ^The action of tho 
workmen attracted the notice of tho In- 
dians on the reaervation, who- gath- 
ered* in numbers to witness thuir 
proceodinys. Tho varying luo.ids 
through wliioh the ga/.ing aaviigoa sever 
ally paaaod may bo tersely expressed aa 
wonderment, inqilisitivenesa (a stronger 
shado of the former), stupefaction and 
indignation. This last mood stayed right 
with thorn. They had learned orally wiih 
the strongest ocular demonstration tliat 

AN INVASIO.N OF THKIR I'.lnHTS 

was contemplated; that they, iho childron 
of tho soil and nil that, were to bo de- 
prived of something like 150 foot by 100 
feet of v\-hat little had been left to them 
in return for their want of auterpriae in 
former days. The Indians' sense of in- 
justice was so strong upon them that 
oven the dried aalmon hanging 
upon tho lines ijuivereu in ayinpa- 
thy with their oarers. Accordingly 
they (tho Indians, not the aalmon,) mus- 
tered under an old chief, who passes liis 
time principally in avoiding soap, in ono 
body and hied them avs-ay to 

DR. POWELL, THE INDIAN CO.M MI.SSIONElt. 

To him they pourod out their woea, and 
with such effect that he ia.sued a perouip- 
tory order upon tho builder who had the 
work of conatruction in hand to 

CEASE WOUK IN.STANTEK, 

and to .have all the materials removed 
from the ground by Thursday next. 
The order waa served by Shorifl" McMillan 
and Ilia athletic vomit; deputy, Lmi^ley. 
Tlio worknieii bowed to tho incvitiible 
and departed, leaving tho ateaniing lime 
and sand to sizile into silence, and tho 
briak pil lara ataiiding as monuments of a 
confliot of authority that is, to say the 
least, somewhat inexplicable. The, red 
man is triumphant, and nothing but the 
want of adequate means prevents him 
from 

(JKLEBRATINO HIS VICTORY IN A BIQ POW- 
WOW . 

Some aaaert th.o Doniinion acrent to bo 
in fault, while oth era are equiilly ccrlain 
that Dr. Powell has acted with too inucii 
precipitation; but at this early stugo of 
oventa any such positive cinicluaiou in the 
matter would bo manifeally unfair. Such 
unmisiakeable clashing of authority, how- 
ever, on tho part of two dominion officids 
with every facility for mutual understand- 
ing would seem to indicate a want of 
harmony hardly compatible with the 
nature of tho positions they occupy.

Hearing of an application was given by 
the chief juatico, made by Mr. J. P. 

Walla, acting on behalf of the sheriff of 
Beaverhead county, Montana, for the ex- 
tradition of Winaluw D.- Morgan for the 
murder of Thomaa B. Haining. 

In hia opening remarks, counsel said 
that, though he intended to ask his lord- 
ship for a remand of the full hearing, he 
thought it would bo advisable to go slight- 
ly into tho evidence bearing on the facts 
of the case, which wore brivlljr as follows; 
On the 5th of July last the cecaased was 
roturnina homo frora a dancing party at 
about h.df-paat two in the inCrning. Aa 
he approached his house an object was 
seen coining apparently from the corner 
of thu building, and which deceased mis- 
took at. Iir.st for a cow. 'Ihe object ap- 
proached ut Ijrat slowly, and'thon rapidly, 
and wlien wiihiii a few feot of the do- 
ceased, tho ohjuct, which counsel would 
be able to prove was the prisoner, threw 
off a blunket and fired a charge from a 
rille, which he was carrying, fall at the 
deceased. The latter aeempd to have a 
prchonti inont tliat all was not right, for 
just buforo fulling lioohanged tho position 
(if llio child lie waa carrying from the 
ri;;ht ann to thu left arm, and drew his 
pistol in tinio to fire at tho prisonnr as he 
(deceased) fell. The latter shot waa not, 
however, a fatal one, and deceased expired 
almost immediately after firing it. He 
cDLild pruvo ihe.sa circumatnnces and 
would ask for a remand until tho wife of 
decoaiiud could be procured, who would 
bt^ able to give auoh -evidence as would 
establish clearly the guilt of the pris- 
oner. 

Thomas E Jones, sheriff of Beaverhead 

couniy, Minitnna, deposed having pro- 
ceuJeil tn the scene of tho murder on the 
811 b3('(|ui;nt morning, whore ho saw Haining 
lying dead. The wound ahowod tho bul- 
let hiul passed through tho left hand and 
throtijjh thu body, entering at the groin 
and c>'miiig out near tho left loin. The 
hole must have been an inch to an inch 
and a half in diainptor, and could have 
been cau.ied by tho rilla produced. Ho 
found tracks round the house unknown to 
those who wore living in it; also tracks in 
tho collar, where ho disooverod a littlo 
bondio of pai)ers, on one of which waa the 
name Winaluw D. Morgan. Traced the 
tracks across a potato patch, and found 
some blood on a fence crossing the creek, 
and also found the track two and a half 
miles away up the mountain. Ho identi- 
tied C(j[)ie3 uf tho depositions, warrant, 
and cither papers produced, and duly 
autliuiiticated. 

That part of the evidence of McNeill 
( w ho arrested the priaooer) to whom the 
prisoner had said if ho had a square deal 
lie wiiiild got off at hia trial, was, his lord- 
.^hip remarked, suQiuiont, not perhaps to 
coainiit tho priaoiior for trial, but to 
establish /))();ia /aoie evidence of tho fact 
itsplf which would in these present pro- 
ceedings be all that was requisite. 

The eridonoe of McNeill was tnen read 
over. 

Thomas Jonos (rocallod) — I have had 
oiinver.-trttioii with the prisoner since I 
have boon in Victoria, and I novor, pre- 
vious to tliu converaiition, made him any 
proniiao or tlirenteiied him. Tha prisoner 
said he had given Haining a chance to 
shoot first. Ho said ho saw him put his 
hand in his hip pocket and pull out a gun 
(pistol?) whioli ho fired, whereupon he 
(prisonnr) immediately shot him. The 
[iriaimer said that he kuow he was out cf 
his |>Lice by being about thd house. 

Jiis lordahip (to prisoner) — If you wish 
to ask the witnesses any q-Jcations you 
can do so, 

Prisoner — I would like to ask the sheriff 
some qiiestioiia, (The ahcriff stepped 
into tho box. ) 

I'risoner — Haining'a wife stated that 
after ho fell ho f^red a shot, and yet she 
saya that both were tired so close together 
she couldn't tell * 

His lordship — I should suggest that 
you do not make any statement, merely 
ask any (lueatioiis if you wiali. Don't you 
see, ycui aro not asked to make a state- 
ment; but you are at liberty to ask any 
juestion without its affecting your posi- 
ti'in, which a statement might render 
more precarious. 

Prisoner— I have been paying attention 
to what haa been said, and there are some 
wrong atatements - 

His lordship — If you persist, you are at 
libor^ tu mak'j any statement. 

Prisnnor— I consider there has been 
some foul play. 

Hia lordship— That is also what they 
say. Tliat is what you are here for. 

f'riaoiier— I mean on their side. 

Hia lordship — And they say it is on 
your aide, I would advise you not to 
make any statement. 

Prisoner — I would like to have ik coun- 
3ol to talk to for a few minutes. 

Hia lordship — I have no power to assign 
a cuuiiHol. If you wero on your trial and 
undefended, I could order a counaol to 
dofoiid you. You have had, and will be 
allowed to have, every opportunity of 
coinmunicatiiiu with any ono should you 
so wish. 

QFurtlier hearing was remanded until 12 
in, to day (Tueaday).

To THE Editor: — Under tho above 
heading in Friday's paper you obaorvo: 

"With so fearful a contemplation as tho 
slightest possibility of tho conimuiiication 
of sucli a disease, it is nuitlior wise nor 
right that tho leprous prisoner should be 
allowed to mix iudiflcriminately with those 
who by various mischances are forced to 
associate with him." 

I think, air, you have taken a very pro- 
per and precautionary view of thia quca- 
tion. There is nothing which ia more dis- 
tasteful to ma than thu diacuMsion of 
medical subjects in the secular press, but 
tho presence of a case of leprosy in a gaol 
among white prisonora induces me to 
apeak out. A much respected and able 
membor of tho medical profession of Vic- 
toria stated, I believe, before the Chiiioae 
comniiaaion, that according to tho bust 
oudioritiea loproay waa not contagious, and 
our cliioiont and energetic health otlicer 
haa followed suit in pronouncing the case 
in the gaol as one of a non-contagious, 
character. Where, may I ask, is the line 
to bo drawn between the contagiousness 
and tho noii-oontagiousncsa of leprosy! 
Hansen, as far back as 1873, called atten- 
tion to lha jireaenco of bacteria in loproua 
tissues. This subject haa, within the laat 
year or two, received particular study 
from Neisser, Cornil, Sucburd and many 
other able and diBtinyuished pathologists , 
Neiaaer, ft year ago, drew the following 
concluaiona from liia investigations which 
I understand have been ncceptod aa or- 
thodoxy by tho nuijority of pathologiats : 

"Leprosy ia a true bacterial disease, 
caused by a ifpociid bacterium. The bac- 
cilli appear in the tissues as such, or more 
probably aa spores, and remain for a 
longer or a ahorter time, according to cir- 
cumstances, in a state of incubation in 
depots, perhaps tho lymj.'l glands. Thia 
period of incubation, much longer than in 
othor infeclioui diteaaca, is in proportion 
to tho phyaiologial resistance of tho human 
organism compared with the feeblo de- 
veloping power of the baccilli. It, as 
well aa tho ocursoof the disease, is shorter 
in tropical countries than in Europe. 
From these depots the disease extends 
throughout the body; in those portions of 
tho skin most exposed, tho face, hands, 
elbows and knees; and in the peripheral 
nerves (anaslhotic form). The other or- 
gans aro leas freely invaded. 
Leprosy in prohahhi tin infeclious disease 
but ita specitio products aro contagious, 
viz., the leprous cells uf tho tiiberclua, 
the tissue fluids and pus containing bac- 
cilli and spores. On the other hand all 
pus may not be infectious as the liuid 
contained in leprous bulle is not. Lep- 
rosy is not hereditary." 

Such are tho conclusions of that pro- 
found pathologist Neiaaer. Now let lepers 
have full awing in Victoria and we will, I 
fear, soon have a leper settlement amongst 
ua. By all means isolate these horrible 
and loathsome cases. It is- tho height of 
cruelty to have a Chineso leper mixed in 
with white men, even if these white men 
aro by adverse circumstances in a chain 
gang.

Salt Is such a coinmon thing, " said an 
Smbortcr to a reporter, "socasiiy obtained 

. and 80 cheap, thai curiosity ia seldom 
aroused, conccrniag the details of its maa- 

.•ufacture or the'places where it is fouiuL 

, A great many take it for granted thut 
table salt is produced hy crushiog ordi- 
nary coarse salt Some think, again, that 
salt of every description is miiiod from 
the rock, uftcr tlie mauncr of metals. 
Doth of these Idc:ia aro erroneous, aiul 

^ purely imagiiiativa They are simply tho 
result of guessing -at /what people do not 
core to trouble themselves' to iaquiro 
after. " . . 

"Perhaps you aro ■wUling to throw somo 

. Uj^ht on the subject, " suggested tho re- 
pcrter. 

"Hue salt, such as is used in prcservinij 
and Havering butler and cheese, for cur- 
ing meats and for the table, ia unulo from 
pure brine, found iu immense cjunnlities 
ia several parts of the world. Probubly 
the beat known salt works arc those of 
Cheshire, near Liverpool, and of t^jracuse. 
In both of these districts the process of 
mauufucLure, while diJl'ering souiewbaC 
iu detail, is essentially the sanie. Tho 
briae, found from lOi' to -100 foot below 
tho surface, is pumped into vats or cis- 
terns,, from which it passes by ditTereut 
sta.ges into largo iron pans. Here tho 
• water is "-.aporated by boiling, jind tho 
crystals of salt are formed. 't'bo re- 
siduum ii drawn otf into moulds, wliich 
aro subjected to a high teni]3eraturo ia 
ovens ordrviug-rooDis. Tbecnkesare then 
crusheu, and the reliued product of idl 
thisx maaLpulatioQ is ready for the baijs 
^□d for the market. Frequently the salt ia 
silted after crushing to rid it of thu 
coarser pai nicies, which are not eiisilr 
soluble. " 

"Is the quality of the products hero 
and iu Englftnd of ctiual excellence? "' 

"The English salt Is uadoubicdly su- 
perior to th4 American. They sceui to 
exercisie more care in their work on tliu 
other side, and turn out an article that 
gives better satisfaction; and when I tell 
you that the receipts of English tine salt 
at the port f iSow York alone, in lt)84, 
were not less than P.OO.OOO .sacks, or :ii>,- 
UUO tons, you can form an estimate of tho 
popularity' of the foreign article in this 
country. " 

"How is coarse salt made?" 

"By the sobir evaporation of sea water. 
The places chosen for ils production aro 
selcctCLl on account of the exi raordiriary 
saline strength of the water there. This 
extreme salliiesshaJ been observed ia the 
U'est ludies end aloni; tliecoasl and about 
the islands of th.e iilcditerranean. Thu 
water is allowed to run into shallow ponds 
direct from tho ocean, and when a proper 
depth has been obtained, generally two or 
three feet, tho entrance to tho pond is 
cfosed and the water is evaporated by 
the sun aud winds, and a deposit of salt is 
left II requires about four mouths to 
evaporate three feet of water. The salt 
is then gathcrf J into piles ready for de- 
livery. Its quality depends almost en- 
tirely upon the caprices of nature. A dry 
upd windy season will produce large aud 
hard crystals,, the most desirable charac- 
teristics of coarse salt, while if little wiud 
blo.ws the salt is Uno grained aud poor. 
The,;West Indk salts tire from Turk's 
island,^ Ba^ed island, St. Martin's and 
Curacoa. Trapani, Torrevie.a, Cadi-/ aud 
Lisbon each furnish salt of difl'crent 
grades and quality. There is still an- 
Otber kind of salt, called rook salt. The 
name describes it. Jt is found in .'mstria, 
Kussia, Algeria. Ireland, taiito Domingo, 
England anil Louisiana. In "Wieliczka, 
Austria, the -'ock salt is p.bsolulcly pure, 
an analysis of it; showintc j '0 parts of 
chloride of scdium. Thu Louisiana salt 
is also clear aud pure, contniuiug as it 
docs 08. 96 p^r cent, of chloride of so- 
dium. " 

"Do we compote with foreigners in tho 
so-called 'coarse salts?' " 

"Not to au_, appreciable extent. Syra- 
cuse does t'j-'n out .solar salt of different 
grades, corr' ponding in some degreu 
with that of Turk's island, but corn pe- 
tition is so insigniticant that it tau hardly 
he said toe^isL " 

"Is salt i^nt to many uses not com- 
monly known?" 

"It would be impossible for me to enu- 
merate a tenth part of them. AYc put tine 
salt in our butter and clieese, preserving 
and llavoring them; with Curacoa, St. 
Martin's and other heavy- grained salts 
that dissolve slowly, Ave- pack, meats for 
export. We freeze ice cream -with Turk's 
island, and salt our car tracks with Lis- 
hou or Cadiz. The household uses for 
salt need .ot be mentioned in detail. The 
Unest salt e-.tors into tlio preparation of 
chewing tobacco. Sail imparts a grate- 
ful flavor to nearly everything we eat. 
Without salt everything is insipid. Wo 
have scrii)tLial assurance that salt is good 
and even HJato is euthusiastic over it 
when lie sayj in the 'Tim i us,' •^^alt, 
which ha.'moni/.es so well in the combina- 
tions of the palate, and is, as the law tes- 
tifies, a subst jico deur to the gods. ' "
